One, it 
j<Beps you from opening it and ruining all your effort^, and two, it acts as a 
panel resonator or a mid-bass trap. The bigger the window the lower the fre- 
qu ncy of resonance. When a panel resonates it vibrates in step with the sound 
This vibration uses up the sound energy and thus doesn^t let it bounce back into 
the room or soak through the wall to go on and annoy whoever. ; 

If you can’t carpet the walls for whatever reason, carpet some sheets of 
3/8 CDX plywood and stand them up against the walls. The space created bv the , 
angle of the plywood against the wall acts like a broad range trap, the ol^/vood ■ 
will donate at some mid-bass frequency, and the carpet will help ^sorb the ' 
mid range frequencies. Studios use portable sound absorbing panel stands called;
